His cartoons are not dashed 
off in haste and anger. They are based on facts, and every one of them 
is the fruit of deliberation. In the present instance we sincerely hope that 
the signers of the above letter have kept their promise to bring the 
matter ‘before all of the Grand Army posts in Hamilton County.” We 
hope, further, that the cartoon in question has been brought before every 
G. A. R. post in the country. They need it. PUCK’s policy always has 
been, and is, to help every good cause. As to what causes are worthy of 
his help and to what extent they are worthy, he alone must be the judge. 
He has been the friend of organized labor, yet he has never hesitated to 
criticise it when it behaved foolishly. He has been a friend of the Demo- 
cratic party, yet he has never hesitated to flay that party when it was false 
to its principles. He has been a friend to the Church, yet he has never 
hesitated to strike at the fanaticism which the Church undeniably breeds. 
And he has been a friend of the Grand Army of the Republic; so good a 
friend that he has put forth his best efforts to keep it out of the mire in 
which it finds itself to-day.
